The Remains of Thomas A. 
Hendricks Carried to 
the Tomb. 


| Indianapolis in Gloom and 4s 


Streets Thronged by 
Mourners, 


Mrs. Hendricks Prostrated- in 
Taking Her Final Leave 
of the Dead. 


Some Delay Caused at the Last 
Moment—The Casket Photographed 
—Magnificent Floral Tributes From 
Miss Cleveland and Others—Scenes 
at St. Paul’s Cathedral—Rev. Dr. 
Jenckes’ Eulogy of the Lamented 
Statesman— Ex-President Hayes and 
the Cabinet Officers Present—Detail 


of the Obsequies. 


Inpranapo.tis, Inp., December 1.—Th mortal re- 
mains of Tuomas A. Henidriexs, the fifth Vice- 
President of the United States, who died during his 
term of office, were conveyed to the tomb to-day. 
The event was made memorable, in many respects, 
by the presence of a tremendous concourse of peo- 
pie from all parts of the nation to witness the 
simple rites which preceded their interment. 
The presage of inclement weather, on the day of 
his funeral, which was given yesterday, was veri 
fied only to the extent of a wintry, leaden sky, 
and a thick atmosphere, during the early hours, 


|} unusual to this latitude. The heavy fog of the 


preceiing afternoon till hung over the city 
whea day broke, but as the hours ‘wore on 
‘lifted somewhat and became. less impenetrable. 
The somberness of the heavens was reflected even 
deeply in the appearance of the city which wit 
nessed the development of his career. Its chief 
truc tures were hidden in their folds of blac« 
drapery, while to the occasion were lent all the 
forms which a peopie can observe to siow their 
respect for the dead. The business life of the 
city was entirely suspended. The clergy, without 
respect to sect, joimed in the obseq ties. the be lis 
of al: the churches tolled a requiem, and the 
presence of the populace in tne columu which 
foliowed bis funeral car or stood as siieut spec 
tators of the solemn spectacle atiesied their fealty 
to his memory. 

THE ADMINISTRATIVE AND CONGRESSIONAL DELE- 

GATIONS. 

The early morning traius, on all the railways, 
brought delegations from the National Capitai 
and all the leading cities of the WUuion, together 
with an influx of es from all tie interior 
cities and bamiets of Central Indiana 
and Illinois Tue Cavinet was represented 
by Secretary of State Bayard, Secretary of 
the Interior Lamar, Secretary of the Navy Whit- 
ney, Secretary of War Endicott aod Postmaster. 
Geueral Vilas, Tie Supreme Bench of the United 
States was represented by Associate Justices 
Matthews and Blatchford. The United States 
Senate was represented by Senators Edmunds. 
Allison, Pugh, Harris, Conger, Biair, Dolph, Vest. 
Beck, Camden, Vance, Jones, Voorhees, Payne. 
Palmer and Harrison, The committee represent- 
ing the House of Representatives was composed of 
W. BR. Morrison, J. Blount, H. A. Herbert, W. 5. 
Hoiman, W. M. Springer, W. P. Hepburn, 8. B. 
Ward, W. W, Pueips, J: J. Kiemer, Thomas Ryas 
and P. Dunn. The number of active and ex-mem- 
bers of the Lower House present in addition to 
those named was very large. The Governors of 
Indiana, Ohio, Lilinois and Kentucky were present 
attended by tieir staffs and numerous State 
officers... Major-Genera! Schofield was the chief 
representative of the United States army preseni. 
Ex-President Rutberford B. Hayes and Genera 
Wm.

THE OFFICIAL AND GTHER NOTABLE DELEGATIONS 
were met on their arrival by local suv-commitiees 
and given tickets of adinission to 
St. Paul's Episcopal Cathedral, to 
be present at the church services, 
and assigved positions in the funeral column. The 
arrivals swelled the multitude on the street to an 
extent to impede the ordinary progress on all the 
chief thoroughfares. Washington street presen ted 
a black mass of humanity ho.:rs before the services 
were entered upon at St. Paul's, and long before the 
passage of the columo the windows of the busi- 
nexs blocks were filled with occupants, The eye 
rested on a waiting multitude, which occupied 
apparently every vantage point along the broad 
thoroughfare. 

THE EMBLEMS OF MOURNING 

which began to appear on pubiic and private 
buildings the day of the Vice-President’s death 
have grown in quantity and desixn, until now the 
whole city may be said to be in funeral garb. 
Washington street presents an almost unbroken 
line of draped houses, while on every business 


street, and even along the residencs streets, the 


people have been lavish in their display of the 


signs of public sorrow. Perhaps the mosteffective 
draping is that at the Post Office building, where 
wide bands of black cover the entire cornice, run 
up the corners and compleiely cover the wail 
space of the first story, leaving only the doors and 


windows visible. Nota line noraspot of white

but in much less elaborate style, owing to their | 
mucb more massive exteriors.

THE HENDRICKS MANSION. 

One of the central points of attraction for the 
visiting multitude was the modest home 
of the late Vice-President on Tennessee 
street—a plain two-story brick house 
facing the State Capitol buiiding, now in process of 
construction On the front door of the home was 
a black rosette, from which was pendant a strip of 
biack crepe, which constituted the only outward 
emblem of mourning. On the street, in front of 
the house, gathered a large, but respectful, cro» d, 
which grew in numbers as the forenoon advanced 
A detail of police and soldiery was able, however. 
to keep the sidewalk clear in tront of the edifice to 
enable the clove friends and relatives of Mrs. Hen- 
dricks and the members of the resp-ctive com- 
mittees to gain admission to the house and 
grounds. The scene presented in the interior of 
the house, however, carried with it all the eyi- 
dences of death. Emblems of mourning and 
memorial floral designs were on hand every where. 
The oil portraits of Mr. and Mrs. Hendricks were 
almost hidden in banks of flowers and tra.ling 
smoilax. On the mantel in the front parlor was an 
elaborate floral piece emblematic of 

“THE GATES 4JaR,” 
sent in by the members of a Chine-e class of the 
Presbyterian Sunday-school. The most notable rep- 
resentative of the designs in flowers was that of the 
log cabin, in which Mr. Hendricks was born in 
Oxio. It stood at the head of his coffined remains 
and was the work of the ladies of Sheibyville, 
where Mr. Hendricks had formerly lived. It was 
six feetin length and four in height, its sides com- 
posed of calla lilies, white hyacinths, carnations. 
and roses. The roof war of English ivy andsm.lax, 
and the chimney of red and white carnations. On 
one side of the miniature structure, in purple im- 
mortelles, was the inscription: 
“THE HOME OF MY BOYHOOD,” 

and ben eath, “Shelbyville.” On the open door of 
the cabin was pendant a biack satin banner 
bearing in letters of gold, “God's finger touched 
him and he slept,” and the secona inscription. 
underneath, “Shelbyvilie mourns her distinguished 
and g sted gon.” Over a large painting of the 
dead Vice-President, in the back parlor of the 
mansion,was flung a soft drapery of white Chinese 
silk, and pear it stood the splendid banner present- 
ed durin: the recent national campaign, containing 
the faces of President Cleveland and the deceased.

SCENES AT THE HOUSE. 


Mrs. Hendricks’ Last Leave Taking--The 
Casket Photographed. 

At 9 o'clock Mra. Hendricks eatered the room for 
her last leavetaking, accompanied oniy by her 
brother and Mrs. Morgan. - The ordeal was most 
trying, and the desoiate woman seemed to be 
utierly prostrated, Clingingz to the last to the clay 
so soon to be hidden forever from her view, and 
impressed with the placid and life-lixe appearance 
of tne dead, she desired to preserve this ilast sce.ve 
and so, lave as it was , she seut fora photographer 
to take a picture of the casket. Before be arrived, 
delegations from distant cities began to come and 
were admitted to pass through and viewthe re 
mains. While the photograp..er was engaged at 
his work the members of the Cabinet, the Judges 
of the Supreme Court and others from Wasiiu..g- 
tun entered, and, uufortunateiy, were detained a 
few minutes by the process. It was 11 o'clock 
when the casket was replaced and the stream of 
visitors again passed by and out through the side 
door. Snorily after this the palivearers arrived. 
Tne draped hearse and the carriages for the family 
and frieods were marshaled before the door, and 
the preparativas were made for tue fiual removai of 
the vody. This was dove without further leave 
taking. The peliceand miiitary kept the cur.ous, 
but aiways respectful, mass of people out of the 
way, aod the littie cavaicade moved quietly, with 
its mulitary escort, through the densely lined 
streets to the Oathedrai of 8. Paui.

‘THE INTERIOR OECORATIONS. 

The main and side doors were beavily draped in 
black. The interior decorations were plain, Gut 
effective, consisting of a festooninyz of crapée from 
the ceatral arches, the pulpit, lectern and chancel 
ralibaving a drapery of white and black inter 
mingled. The centrai arches were completely 
draped, and tne orders of the church were paveled 
in black. On the frout interior wails of the church 
were two large designs of the Greek cross, in the 
prevailing sable color. The dark shrouding of the 
interior was relieved by only three floral pieces, all 
uandsome in design. On the aitar inside the chan- 
cei rail was a plain cross composed entirely of white 
flowers, coutributed by the iadies of the parish, 

THE FLORAL TRIBUTES. 

On either side of the aitar was a snegt of wheat, 
On the face of the pulpit was acoiumn of white 
roses, witu purple fl wers at one side, forming @ 
ladder. At us base was the inseription “September 
19, 1819," and at its top “Novemver 25, 18835." On 
the suwmitof the column was percheda white 
dove. The desizn bore tue Latin sentiment “Stat 
inagni somines gioria.” The design was the gift 
of the Ohio VUiub of Cincinnati. In front of the 
iectern was the national shieid coutrivuted by the 
Yondota Ciub of Toiedo This design bad a back-~ 
ground of green, faced with red, white and biue 
flowers with the exception of a central monogram 
composed of the letters *T. A. H.” in pink, yellow 
and white rosebuds.

The Hendricks lot is 
graced withasimple column of polished Main- 
granite, thirty feet high and seven feet at the base. 
It was erected three years ago, when Mr. Hendricks 
was deemed to be in failing health. The lot con- 
tains the grave of Morgan Hendricks, the only child 
born to Mr. and Mrs. Heudricks, who died 
in 1851, in his third year. This grave was com- 
pletely imbedded in flowers by the friends of the 
sorrcwing widow. The grave opened to deposit ai] 
that was mortal of Thomas A. Hendricks is the 
counterpart of a mausoleum, having been encased 
completely in stone, Looking into the open grave 
to the view there wes only a bed of evergreen , 
smilax and cur flowers, t.e stone enclosure 
having also teen lined with these beaut ful emblems. 
When the hearse had halted near the lot, the casket 
was borne to the grave, the venerable Bishop 
Knickerbocker prece ling it and reading the verses 
for the dead, and after the lowering of the casket 
Rev. Dr. Jenckes read the committal services, the 
Bishop closing with praver and bedediction.

BROKEN VICTUALS. 


Enormous Waste of Good Food in 
Hotels and Restaurants 
From the Chicago Times. ' 

The proprietor of a fashionable city restau- 
rant calls attention tothe enormous waste of 
excellent food in estsblishments like his own, 
as well as in hotels, first-class boarding-houses, 
and many private houses. His estimate is that 
fully one-third of all the food prepared is wast- 
ed, Of boiled hams,legs of mutton,and tongues, 
only the finest slices are set before guests. 
The like is true of roasts of game, beef, pork 
and mutton. bunches of celery are 
bought each morning in the markets, but only 
the best staiks are placed on the table, and of 
these only the choicest parts are ordinarily 
eaten. aruie, not one person in ten eats 
all of any kind of food that is ordered. If three 
chops are served, one is left untouched. Some 
will take half a dozen grapes from a large clus- 
ter, and leave the rest. The remainder are 
not in ai condition to piace on 
the table again. Many patrons of res 
taurants, more especially ladies, call for a plate 
of assorted cake. They break a small piece 
from each kind, eat t which best pleases 
them, and leave the remainder. This ken 
cake, though costly and excellent, cannot be 
served again. Many parts of loaves oi cake are 
never sold for the rea o tha. they have bo.o.se 
somewhat dry and iecimed tocrumble, The 
luke is true of loaves of bread of ail kinds. In 
every large restaurant there are daily left hun- 
dreds of broken rolls, buus, biscuit and fried 
cakes, as well as slices of excellent bread. Or- 
dinarily, no person eats more than half the 
cheese that is served to him. but as the slice is 
broken it cagnot be served again. Many order 
small pots of jelly, jam, or preserves. take out 
one or two spoonfuls and leave the rest, 
The whole is paid for and _ the 
restaurant keeper loses nothing, but a 
costly delicacy that would be very valuable 
tosome poor invalid is thrown away. The 
daily waste in the kitchen of a great restaurant, 
hotei or fashionable -house is very 
large. Every steak, chop and cytiet is trimmed 
before it is broiled. The projecting portions of 
the meat and the fat are cut off and ordiuarily 
thrown away. Some Bae = are slighily 
scorched in cooking, & these are thrown 
aside. Often three or four kinds of soup or 
chowder are prepared, half of which remains 
unsold. The quautity of cooked peas, beans, 
potatoes and various kinds of vegetables left 
after dinner is ordinarily very large. With 
every large roast there is something like a 
quart of rich drippings that would very 
vaiuable for poor families to use in cooking 

and other vegetables or to employ as 
shortening. Large quantities of rich gravies 
are left over from meas. Many eggs boiled in 
the shell are returned to the kit chen. 

This restaurant-keeper states that it is the 
usual practice to dump all these articles intoa 
barrel, which is taken away once each day, and 
the contents fed to pigs. The price re- 
ceived for this pig-t is very small. The 
waiters, cooks, aud kitchen giris like — way 

tf disposing of what they call waste, because 
it saves trouble. To save all the different 
articies that would be regarded as exceilent 
food in many tamilies, or even considered 
luxuries, wouid require much work during the 
most busy portion of each day. The experi- 
ment of having members of poor famuies 
come to the kitchen and obtain this food has 
been repeatedly tried. but the results have 
not been satiaiactory. They generaliy become 
mporvunate and troublesome. Tavy are tike- 
ly wo lounge about the place with their pails 
and baske.s and to attract the attention of

Gen. Prendergast Provisionally Ad- 
ministering the Burmese 
Government.

The British in Complete Possession of 
the Capital of Burmah—Europeans 
in the City All Safe—An Interesting 
Sketch of Mandalay. 


Lonpon, December 1.—The British Expeditionary 
force, under General Prendergast, has arrived at 
Mandalay without any resistance being offered by 


the Burmese. Lord Dufferin, the Viceroy of India, 
has telegraphed the Home Government that he has 
arranged toadminister the Burmese Government 
provisionally in Queen Victoria's name. The 
Europeans who remained at Mandalay on the out- 
break of hostilities are safe. 


The Capital of Barmah. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DiapaTcH. 

New York, December 1.—Mandalay, or Mandale, 
the capital of Burmah, lies about three miles 
from the Irrawaddy River, oa rising ground below 

Mandale Hill. The present capital of the land of 
Ava was founded about 1853, by the father of 
the present, King of Burmah, the ancient capital 
being Ava, situated some tweaty miles below Man- 
dalay. Oneof the motives of the late king for se- 
lecting the present site for his capital is said to 
have beem his desire to remove the palace from 
sight and sound of the British steamers, but this is 
an improbable reason, at best. The city consists 
of two coucentric, fortifiedysquarea, the enter being 
defended. by high brick walls and earth-works 


thrown upon the inside. Four gates give 
admittance into the city, over each of which rises a 
tower with seven yiided roofs, similar, though 
smaller, towers adoruiug the wail at intervals. 
A moat fifty yards broad and very deep surrounds 
the wails and is patroiied during night*by guard 
boats flied witn soldiers. The first square is in 
babited by the officials, civil and military, and the 
soldiers of the royal army. The houses of the 
iuhabhants are ail in separate inciosures 
bordering on broad, well-kept streets, along wnoich 
is the “king's fence,” a jaiticed palisade, behind 
which the Burmese hide when tie K.ng passes. 
. THE CENTRAL, OR ROYAL SQUARE, 
is surrounded by an outer stocaade of tweak timber, 
twelve feet high, and an inver wall, Two gates, 
Opposite each other, are éntrauces to tnis incivsure, 
whic COuiaing the Government offices and the royal 
minut on one side, On tu@ oOtuer is 
another wall and. cage gateway, opening into the 
palace inclosure, Passing through tuix gateway, a 
large Oped area is seen, and on the opposite side 
arises a budding crowned by nine rovfa rcaly 
gil.ed and surmounted by a goideo hitee, an uu- 
brella adorued with a coronal of tinklog bells.
